quene  :s,  Whether  political,  economical, 
or  financial,  The  rcsu'H  Ins  been  mos1 
disastrous,  for  the  value  of  the  national 
currency  lias  dropped  from  27  to  nlmos1 
7  pence  per  milrets,  the  expanses  of 
goveriunent  have  been  enormously  in 
creased,  the  public  sendee  Ins  beeoin  l 

alarmingly    demoralized,    the     costs    oi 

livutg  are  weighing  heavily  upon  the 
people,  and  the  outlook  for  the  future 
has  become  almost  disheartening.  We 
say  this  with  regret,  for  ih:  prosperity 
and  happiness  of  the  country  is  as  dear 
to  the  foreigner  as  to  the  native.  Bui 
the  hard"  facts  are  spread  out  before  us 
all,  and  we  can  not  make  their  heavy 
shadows  any  lighter  by  calling  them 
a  temporary  ■  or  a  deceptive.  »  We 
have '  before  us  the  tardy  confession 
of  congressional  committees  and  of 
thoughtful  men  on  the  si! nation  of  the 
country,  nod  they  .arc  practically  unan- 
imous in  describing;  it  as  extremely 
critical.  Thev  differ,  however,  in  ih-ir 
conclusions,  for  while  some  consider 
tint  disaster  ran  not  be  avoided,  others 
believe  that  a  little  more  taxation,  or  a 
little  more  time  will  solve  all  difficulties 
and  bring  in  the  prosperity  for  which 
everyone  is  praying.  Somewhere  be- 
tween   these    extremes    the     truth    is 
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anarchy  and  criminal  violence  which 
have  thus  far  dominated  the  nation. 
Brazil  was  not  iculy  for  the  republic 
when  the  military  revolt  of  1880  over- 
threw the  monarchy,  hut  the  change 
has  been  made  and  we  must  make  the 
best  of  it.  If  honest,  conservative  mm 
can  be  kept  in  power,  all  may  go  well  : 
if  not,  then  there  are  still  many  dark 
days  before  us  which  no  optimism 
will  ever  be  able  to  illuminate.  We 
believe,  however,  that  the  heinous 
conspiracy  just  frustrated  will  awaken 
the  moral  sentiments  of  the  people  and 
force  them  to  crush  the  intriguers  and 
adventurers  who  have  brought  SO  much 
shame  and  misery  w.-r.x  us,  and  thus 
open  the  way  to  better  things.  That 
this  may  cJuie  true  is  the  best  wish  we 
can  express  on  tins  national  anniversary.

Turning  from  the  civil  service  to  the 
army,  we  learn  from  the  budget  com- 
mittee that  8  marshals,  iu  generals  of 
division,  so  brigadier-generals,  71  colo- 
nels, 85 lieutenant-colonels,  t6?  majors, 
532  captains;  436  first  lieutenants  and 
1 ,9.(13  second  lieutenants  and  ensigns 
are  expected  to  cost  the  country  next 
year,  in  pay  and  commutation  for  ra- 
tions, the  sum  of  ij.s.i'-ApiS.  Instead 
of  trying  to  reduce  this  source  of  ex- 
penditure the  government  adds  to  it 
every  year  by  admitting  into  its  military 
schools  no  less  than  1,200  cadets.  In 
order  to  have  a  pretext  for  this  army  of 
3, 2X2  officers,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
still  larger  army  of  enlisted  men,  who 
can  only  be  obtained  by  violating  the 
constitution  and  resorting  to  the  press- 
gang.  It  is  also  necessary  to  purchase 
arms  and  equipments  and  maintain 
cosily  arsenals,  armories,  quartermas- 
ter's departments  and  other  military 
establishments  with  still  another  army 
of  civil  and  military  officials.  Thus  one 
abuse  leads  to  another,  heaping  expen- 
diture upon  expenditure  and  sup]>orting, 
at  the  expense  of  the  working  classes,  a 
host  of  useless  office  holders,  who,  if 
they  were  not  permitted  to  burden  the 
tax-payers,  would  doubtless  fee Hxl,  iu 
many  instances,  to  engage  in  some  useful 
and  productive  occupation  and  contri- 
bute towards  enriching  instead  of  im- 
poverishing tlie  country.
